Dr. Motse, who performed the operation in 
conjunction with Dr. Keenéy, said that the 
bullet entered below the right shoulder blade 
and, ranging slightly to the right, struck the 
vertebra and lodged in one of the spinous 
processes. 

Mr. Mackay’s Account of the Shooting. 


Mr. Mackay gives the following story of the 
affair: 

“A little before 12 o’clock I left my office 
in the Nevada Block and walked down Kearney 
street and down the south side of Sutton. I 
turned into Lick place, stopping at the corner 
of the ailey to speak to Mr. Hirschfield. I 
was on my way to the railroad office 
to pay for a drawing-room car on 
tunight’s tram for Virginia City and took 
the route through Lick place as a short cut. 
Suddenly I heard a shot: I stepped off tne 
narrow sidewalk and behind awagon. As I 
turned around to see who was firing I heard 
another shot. I saw aman put a pisto! to his 
breast and fire. He was an elderly man, 
about 65, 1 should say, with white hair and 
beard, and a white slouch hat. I don’t recall 
ever having seen him . before. * A 
young man walked up and_e$ said: 
*‘Are you hurt?’ I replied: ‘No; what 
do you mean?’ -He said: ‘Why, you’re 
shot. Isawthe smoke on the back of your 
coat.’ Not having feit anything, I told him 
he must be mistaken, but he persisted in say- 
ing, ‘ There’s a hole in your coat.’ I put my 
hand back, and, puiling it out, saw my fingers 
were bloody.

“Dan ” Coughlin, charged with the murder 
of Dr. Cronin, will be brought into court to- 
day fora new trial, nm accordance with the 
decision of the Supreme-Court. State’s At- 
torney Kern, reached this decision yesterday 
after hearing from a reporter for Tug T'ars- 
ung that frends of the murdered physician 
were alarmed lest Coughlin should be dis- 
charged under the statute which provides that 
an indicted man 1 entitled toa trial within 
three terms of court after his arrest.

Kern wrote a note instructing his assistant, 
Mr. Bottum, to see that Coughlin was brought 
into the Criminal Court Saturday. It is ex- 
pected, however, that Coughlin will ask for a 
continuance, and, if he does so, the State will 
not oppose it. ‘he case being contiaued on 
the defendant’s motion the statute referred to 
will no longer apply. 

Friends of the murdered doctor will be able, 
however, to gain small comfort from the posi- 
tion taken by the State’s-Attorney. 

“I see no reason,” he said yesterday, “ why

By the time the police reached the scene of 
the shooting Mr. MacKay had been removed. 
Noone about the place knew whohe was. 
The evidence of the tragedy was the man’s 
body lying on the street with a pistol near by. 
The weapon wasacheap affair, but deadly 
enough for any assassin’s purpose. It was 
short in barrel and of 45 caliber. Rippey was 
doubly armed fur, his Mleody work. In one 
of his pockets was found asmaller pistol, 
clean, well oiled, and fully loaded. 

The shooter appeafed to be dying. He was 
lifted into a patrol wagon and hurried to the 
receiving hospital. On the operating table he 
was unconscious and gasped for every breath. 
He had made surer work of himself than of 
Mr. Mackay. The bullet had entered the left 
breast, tearing a hole in the lung and lodging 
in the back. It was at once pronouticed fatal. 

From papers found on the. dy- 
ing man’s person his story and the 
motive of his < attempted murder 
were soon learned. Rippey was born in Cin- 
cinnati, O., about 74 years ago. Two of his

residence at Menlo Park to demand redress. 
Climbing a baek fence he found the million- 
aire in his garden. He pressed his claim, and 
it is said that Flood told him Mackay was the 
man for him tosee. Rippey made a mem- 
orandum at thetime of Flood’s suggestion, 
and only a few days ago he showed 
it toan acquaintance, Dr. A. H. Drossel. 
Several times Rippey tried, or said he did, to 
see Mackay, and he often told his friends that 
the millionaire had promised him money. 
This was probably a part of his hallucination. 

After Rippey’s failure in stocks he somehow 
secured funds enough to opena small gro- 
cery store on Third street, but it soon went 
the way of his other ventures. About four 
years ago he ran the bar on a river steam- 
er runoing to Sacramento, but this 
place was also lost, owing, it 1s said, 
to his eccentricity and inability to concentrate 
his efforts. For two years the old man had 
lived at 1220 Powell street. He was well- 
known in that neighborhood and among the 
crowds who congregate about the Pine street 
stock exchange. . 

A few weeks ago one of his old-time asso- 
ciates, a ruined stock broker named Maloney, 
drowned himself in the bay. Ruippey identi- 
fiel the body and remarked that there would 
soon be another victim of stocks ig the 
morgue. 

Fully Determined to Kill Mackay, 

About 8 o’clock this morning Rippey left 
his room and went down-town. He returned 
an hour later 1n a despondent mood and the 
neighbors say that as he passed down Powell 
street he was tearing at his handkerchief with 
his teeth and appeared to be much worked-up 
over something. He remained in his room 
about two hours and then started down-town. 
It is thought that before leaving he put his 
affairs in order in contemplation to the tragedy 
on Lick place. , 

That he had fully determined to kill Mac. 
kay and end his own life is evident from his 
recent talk. To an old shoemaker in 
the house where he lived Rippey said 
two days ago, after complaining of his 
ruin by the Bonanza King: “‘A man you 
know is going to shoot Mackay.”’ 
To Dr. Drossel, also, Rippey hinted broadly 
at his determination to kill Mackay. Within 
a few days he had made several ineffectual at- 
tempts to see Mr. Mackay at his office. He 
frequented a saloon on Clay street, and there 
he would frequently say, speaking to him- 
self: “John W. Mackay is my friend.”’ 
Then he would. quiet down for a mo- 
ment again only to utter the same words with 
additional sentences; ‘* I have lost money in 
stocks. All-is not over yet. I will have 
my revenge. I came ull the way from New 
York to see John W. Mackay, the millionaire, 
and see him I must, if it is necessary to wait 
for him. He has been avoiding me, but I will 
meet him yet.” 

Denis Kearney says that this forenoon he 
met an acquaintance on Montgomery street 
who told him that a man had for two or three 
days been walking along Montgomery street 
who intended to commit suicide and who said 
that he was going to take Mackay with him. 
Soon after this Kearney met Mackay and 
asked him how it was that he never had a 
body-guard. Soon after this he heard that 
Mackay was shot. The theory is that Rippey 
was on the watch today in front of the Nevada 
Block, saw Mackay go out ana followed him 
to the scene of the shooting. 

Words of a Lunatic Found. 


Besides the second pistol there were in Rip- 
pey’s pocket two dimes, a card bearing the ad- 
dress of a physician at the Palage Hotel, and a 
sheet of note paper with the words on it: 
“ Food for Reflection—Paid $150,000 for one 
sapphire to place on the jaded person of his 
wife; a sufficient amount to have saved at 
least 600 of his paupers from & suicidal 
grave.

Regret and Sorrow in Chicago. 

The death of nv high railroad official has 
ever caused such general feeling of regret and 
sorrow in railroad and business circles in Chi- 
cago as thatof Mr. Manvel. While it was 
known here that he had been ailing more or 
less during the last twelve months no one, not 


even his most intimate friends, had any idea 


that his life was in danger. He left Chicago 
for San Diego, Cal., by the advice of his 


physician about three weeks ago in the hope 


that a few months of complete rest from his 
arduous labors would restore him to health. 

Seven months ago Mr. Manvel went to 
Europe to consult eminent physicians. He 
was told that he was in no immediate danger, 
but had to be careful in his diet and abstain 
from hard and exact work. After his return, 
in disregard of the physicians’ advice, he fell 
back into his old habit of working from 
morning until late at night, and the opinion 
prevails that the real causes of his death were 
overwork and constant worry and anxiety as 
to the affairs of the company. 

It is generally admitted that Mr. Manvel was 
the hardes$ worker of any high raiiroad ofti- 
cial in the country. No more able or con- 
scientious man ever managed a railroad. To 
know him was to love hin. He was a man of 
the strictegt integrity ; of strong likes and dis- 
likes, and full of personal magnetism. He 
would allow nothing of a personal nature | in- 
terfere with what he considered his official 
duty. He had every confidence in and the en- 
tire confidence of his im mediate subordinates ; 
always willing to listen to the grievances of 
all classes of his employés. He had 
no desire! for social distinction, but was 
thoroughly at home to his friends and ac- 
quaintances at all times and was most happy 
and contented when surrounded by his fam1- 
ly. Mr. Manvel lived in a beautiful home at 
No. 22 Lake Shore drive and he and his wife 
and children were held in the highest esteem 
in North Side social circies. 

| His Basy Lifetime. 

Mr. Manvel was born in Alexander, Gen- 
eseo County, N. Y., Sept. 26, 1837. He com- 
menced his railroad career in 1859 on the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific as clerk in the 
Purchasing Agent’s office, and subsequently 
was prométed successively to Paymaster, 
Purchasing Agent, Assistant Superintendent 
and Purchasing Agent, and Assistant General 
Superintendent and Purchasing Agent. In 
1881 he left the services of the Rock Island to 
accept the position of Assistant General Man- 
ager and General Superintendent of the St. 
Paui, Minneapolis and Manitoba railroad 
company (now the Great Northern railway) 
and subsequently became Vice-President and 
General + Manager of that road. 
Under his able and conservative 
management. the Manitoba road 
took a leading position among the roads in 
the Northwest. When he commenced service 
with that road it had a mileage of 600 miles 
from St. Baul northwest through the Red 
River pee ae the Manitoba Stateline. When 
he left the Gompany to take the Presidency of 
the Atchison, Topeka ang Santa Fé the sys- 
tem had increased to over 3,000 miles, and ex- 
tended to Helena and Butte, Mont. He was 
the originator of the Manitoba’s new trans- 
continental line which has just been completed. 

Mr. Manvel left the Manitoba in August, 
1889, to succeed W. B. Strong as President of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé system at 
a tume when the services of just such a man as 
Allen Manvel were needed to prevent it from 
beirg thrown into the hands of a receiver. His 
success on the road has been almost plienom- 
enal. Under his management it has become 
the largest railway system in the world, now 
controlling and operating nearly 10,000 miles 
of road, ¢xtending frum Chicago to the 
Pacific coast, through Mexico to Guaymas on 
the Gulf of |Califormia, and to the Gulf of 
Mexico in Texas. Many important exten- 
sions were built and new feeders acquired and 
the several individual roads comprising the 


known cause in the pawn-shop. 


Renee Martinet, a young French girl who 
has been a student in the University of Michi- 
gan at Ann Arbor, arrived at the Great North 
ern Wednesday, She secured a room and the 
following day she had become so ill as to re- 
quire the services ofa physician.

Miss Martinet broke down and con- 
fessed to him that she was a slave to the habit, 
and with it she told him asad story. There 
was proof of its authenticity in the letters and 
papers which she had. 

Renee Martinet, so the story ran, is the 
daughter of a wealthy ship-owner of Rouen, 
France, She is only 19 years old. She wasa 
student at Notre Dame in Paris until two 
years ago. Her parents decided to give her 
the benefits of a ‘schooling in English and 
after ashort visit to an aunt in Detroit she en- 
tered the university at Ann Arbor in the fail 
of 1891. She became acquainted with a young 
man in Detroit on one of her visits there and 
the two became infatuated. An engagement 
followed, and it was arranged that the mar- 
riage should take place at the close of the 
present school year. Six months ago her fiance 
was secretly married to an actress in New 
York. When the knowledge of it came to Miss 
Mart:net the blow was so great that she be- 
came ill. To relieve the pain which she suf- 
fered she used morphine. The ease which fol- 
lowed suggested its habitual use to her, and 
from an occasional hypodermic injection she 
became in six months a confirmed victim of 
the habit. 

Recently she tried without avail to discon- 
tinue its use, and her leaving Ann Arbor and 
coming to Chicago was in furtherance of this 
plan. It was without success, however. The 
physician attending the unfortunate girl se- 
cured her an asylum in a private family, and 
she is now under his treatment. Her relatives 
have been notified of her condition. 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH, 


Fire in Bernard Cohen’s Shop Endangers 
the Lives of His Wife and Children. 

Fire broke out last night in the building 
occupied by Bernard Cohen, No. 21 West 
Randolph street, and his family had a narrow 
escape from being suffocated. 

The buildimg is'a two-story frame; occupied 
on the first floor by Cohen as a second-hand 
store and pawn-shop, while the proprietor, 
with his wife and three children, live on the 
upper floor. Last evening Mr. Cohen went to 
the theater and his family retired early. At 
9:40 o’clock fire broke out from some un- 
The smoke 
penetrated to the upper story and aroused the 
children, whose screams awoke their mother. 
Mrs. Cohen attempted to lead the children to 
a place of safety, but on opening the hall door 
was overcome by the smoke and fainted. She 
revived and ran back into the house, where 
she and the children became bewildered and 
were helpless when Officer Garrity of the Des- 
plaines Street Station entered the house and 
conducted the occupants to the street. 

Next to the Cohen property on the west is 
the Columbian lodging-house, which was filled 
with smoke from the burning building anda 
small panic ensued, The Fire Department, 
however, speedily got the blaze under control. 
The building occupied by Mr. Cohen is owned 
by Thomas Lonergan and was damaged to 
the extent of $300.

To the Plan of Operations. 


*T have one other objection and that relates 
to the manner in which the plan for acquiring 
the Temple Building has been carried out, As 
the entire control and responsibility for this 
work have been assuined by Mrs. Matilda B. 
Carse, who, it should be understood, 1s not an 
officer of the National W. C. T. U., my re 
marks on this branch of the subject unavoi 
ably take the form of a criticism of her met 
ods. But I wish to be as kind and considerate 
to her as the circumstances of the case will 
allow.”’ 

** T have always considered Mrs. Carse as an 
honorable Christian woman. She believes 
that the liquor traffic is the curse of mankind 
and is anxious for its destruction. Her will 
power and persistence are as great as those of 
the first Napoleon. She knows no defeat 
and brooks no ~oppvsition. But Mrs. 
She made a great mis- 


of the Temple, and hes made countless mis- 
takes since iu doing it. But I am ready to at- 
tribute them all to her lack of judgment and 
not to her intertions, She should not be con- 
demned for her lack of wisdoin, but at the 
same time the public ought nit to be left in 
ignorance of it and ailowed to suffer by it. 

**Now, then, as soon as the plans of the 
Building Association were matured Mrs. 
Carse, who, you understand, is President of the 
association, began to solicit contributions to 
what she called the gift fund, which was to be 
applied on the purchase of stock in the Build- 
ing Association for the National W. C, T. U. 
Her appeais have been made through the 
Union Signal, which she, as President of the 
Woman’s Temperance Publishing Association, 
controls, and which has never published but 
one side of Temple affairs. She suggested 
that the contributions be sent to Miss Kether 
Pugh, the Treasurer of the National W. C. T. U. 
at Chicago; and Miss Pugh agreed to receive 
them, but not as Treasurer of the National 
W.C.T. U. She has kept separate ledgers 
and bank-books for the two offices that she 
has held, and the National W. C. T. U. has 
never exercised any. ownership over the 
gift fund in her hands. This fund has 
reached her partly through the mails and 
partiy through Mrs. Carse, and ail her re- 
ceipte have been acknowledged through the 
Union Signal. Her aceounts show that the 
fund has amounted to $85,000, though it is 
said that Mrs. Carse claims that it has touched 

“This gift fund, I ought to say in passing, 
represents a most enormous amount of selif- 
sacrifice on the part of r people. It is 
contributed, not by millionaires, but by 
the women and children of eoun- 
try as the fruits of the most pitiful self-denial. 
The letters accompanying their contributions, 
many of which have been published in the 
Union Signal with a view of stimulating 
others to do the same, reveal the fact that 
some of the contributors are selling their 
jewelry, are going without gloves, are abstain- 
ing from tea and coffee, are giving up sugar 
and butter,and are taking in washing to 
raiss the amounts which they cheerfully 
remit to help on the Temple cause. If, 
then, I should criticise somewhat sharply 
the disposition that has been made of the gift 
fund you will understand that I do so, not to 
pain Mrs. Carse but to befriend these name- 
less heroines, who live remote from the 
sources of information and have no idea tu 
what uses their hard-earned pennies have 
been put and may be put in the future.” 

Disposition of the Fund. 

**In the first place, I think it perfectly evi- 
dent that the trustee of that fund is Miss 
Pugh. The National W. C. T. U. never ap- 
pointed any trustee for it, and had no right 
to do so. Mrs. Carse herself requested 
the contributions to be sent to © Miss 

and ~ when any were sent to 

rs. Carse she turn them over to 
Miss Pugh. This makes Miss Pugh to all.in- 
tents the custodian and trustee of the fund, 
Sore with the authority and the duty to 
Bee itis applied as the contributors di- 
rect. Now, asamatter of fact, Mrs. Carse 
seerrs to have pourra the trusteeship 
of this fund, and 266 Pugh) «s seems 
to have cheerfully abdicated it. in her 
favor, This was a _ great misfortune, 
and the consequence has been that not a penny 
has been drawn from the gift fund except on 
Mrs, Carse’s personal orders. Generally they 
have been in writing, and have been signed 
simply ‘ Matilda B. Carse.’ Mrs. Carse has 
never confided in Miss Pugh, who knows 
nothing about what has been done with the 
money. Ali this I think was wrong; but this

But these two checks were made payable to 
Mrs. Carse’s own ordér, Mrs. Carse will 
tell me what she did! with that money and 
with the remainder of the money that has 
been checked out of the gift fund on her or-

The Temple Trust Bond Scheme. 


** The Temple trust bond scheme is a subject 
that is involved in considerable mystery, as 
Mrs. Carse and her agents do not confide 
much about it to outsiders. I can only tell 
you what I suppose it to! be. On Feb. 1, 1892, 
Mrs. Carse entered. into a contract with 
Marshall Field, by which he was to sell to her 
his entire block of stock 
association, of the’ par value of 

. and Mrs. Carse undertook to 
raise the necessary funds’. by selling $300,000 
worth of her own personal bonds, which she 
called Temple trust bonds and which she has 
secured on a like amount of building associa- 
tion stuck as collaterals. The last of these 
bonds were sold through H.C. Speer, the in- 
vestinent broker, about Feb. 1, 1898, and pre- 
sumably the last payment was inade to Field 
about the same time, The collaterals were de- 

osited with the American Trust and Savings 

ank. Now, there are several things about 
this transaction that I svould like to under- 
stand. 

**In the first place I would like to know how 
much Mrs. Carse paid Field for his stock. 
One statement is that shb bought it at 110. 
If so, she paid a great dgal more than it was 
worth, for I have seen it quoted at 55. The 
probability is, however, that she bought it on 
the terms that all the stockholders had agreed 
to sell out onto the National W. C. T. U. 


' That is, she probably bonght it. at par, and 


added 5 per cent per annum interest on the 
investment for the two years that have elapsed 
since Field put his money into it. 

“On that basis Field received $276,100. Now, 
the proceeds of the em pje trust bonds were far 
more than was needed tq pay him. The com- 
missions and other expenses connected with 
the sale of the bonds ounted to $10,000, 
leaving as the net proceeds $290,000. or $13,900 
more than was needed topay Field. Thatbeing 
so, I would like to understand what Mrs. Carse 
meant, in her report at Denver, when in 


speaking of this purchase money she said: ‘A - 


small part of it was from gifts, but the large 
proportion of it came from the sale of Tem- 
ple trust bonds.’ Is it possible that by ‘a 
small part from gifts’ she means the $16,000 
she drew from Miss Pugh, payable to her 
own order? | 

“Then, I would like to know to whom Field 
assigned his stock when he had been paid for 
it, and who holds it now., As it was paid for 
with Mrs. Carse’s own money it would seem 
pretty certain that the stock was and is her 
.own personal property, But the Rev. Mr. 
Tranter recently, jo defending Mrs. Carse, 
said that it was not prudent for him to say 
who held this stock at present, and in- 
timated that it was nét Mrs. Carse’s prop- 
erty at all, but belonged to another 
devoted friend of the National W. C. T. U. 
Who this devoted triend is I du not know 
but I do not think it likely that Mrs. Carse 
would go in debt $300,000 to buy stock for 
another person. But whoever may now hold 
it, if Mrs. Carse herself: does not hold it, it 
seems to prove that she ‘was not acting as the 
trustee of the National W. C. T. U. in issu- 
ing the bonds and buying Field’s stock. 

“Then I would like ta know what particu- 
lar stock has been pledged at the American 
Trust and Savings Bank for the payment of 
Mrs. Carse’s $300,000 worth of Temple trust 
bonds. You may say that it was the stock 
that she got from Field, But she got only 
$251,000 worth from Field: and where did the 
other $49,000 worth come;from? Is it possible 
that she used the $54.000 worth of stock 
bought with the gift fund for this purpose? 
There is a lady who says that Mrs. Carse told 
her that this was done. but if this is true and 
if Mrs. Carse bought Field’s stock for some 
one else I would like to know what right she 
had to pledge the gift |fund stock for the 
bonds. If it has not been | where have

Has Mrs. Carse ever claimed that the 
bond scheme was conducted by her in her 
spasnoyet as trustee for the National W. C. T. 

“You can judge for yourself. ‘The bonds, 
or the debenture assigning the stock to the 
bank in trust, or both @f them, contain the 
words. For the benefit St the National W. C. 
T. U., and the bonds were advertised for sale 
in the Union Si under the headline: ‘ For 
the National W. C. T. U.’ At the Den- 
ver convention Mrs. Carse spoke of the Field 
stock as now controiled by the National W. 
c TF. wv. hether this makes the Field pur- 
chase a National W.C.T. U. transaction or 
not 1 am not lawyer enough to know.

“These ladies signed with Mrs. Carse a 
legal document, which took the shape 
of a contract between her, of the first 
part, and the rest, of the second pars. ~ In 
this compact they all agree that they will con- 
stitute the Board of Temple Trustees and be 
governed by certain by-laws. Mrs. Carse 

rees to turn over to them all the stock that 
she has bought with the gift fund, out says not 
a word about the other $296,U00 worth, which 
she says she ‘controls, including that which 
was bought with the proceeds of the Temple 
trust bonds. Then they all covenant with 
each other that they will hold and administer 
the Woman’s Temple property, not only until 
the stock is acquired, nor even until the debt 
is all paid, but for the next twenty-one years, 
or until the year of grace 1913, and then 
turn it over to the National W. C. T. U. 
Mrs. Carse has never, so tar as I know, turned 
over to her Board of Temple Trustees any 
stock at all, and has continued straight along, 
for twelve months, to draw large sums from 
the gift fund without anything on her orders 
to show that the Board of Temple Trustees 
ever existed. 

** Now Mrs. Carse seems to me to be in this 
dilemma with refereneato the Temple trust 
bond scheme, If it was undertaken in her 
capacity as trustee for the National W. C. T. 
U. the stock ougtit to have been transferred 
long ago tothe Board of Temple Trustees. 
Un the other hand, if it was a private 
transaction, she ought not to have 
advertised it as ‘for the National W. 
Cc. T. U.,’ and of course she ought 
not to have pledged the gift fund stock to se- 
eure the bonds, nor to have taken ‘a small 
part from gifts’ to pay Field, as she says she 
did. Ido not charge that she did so, but 
no one seems to know what she has done.” 

“Was this Temple trust bond scheme never 
we in any way by the National W. C. 
_ “It mever was. Mrs. Carse has tried to com- 
mit the organization to this scheme, but always 
without success. At the New York convention 
she tried to secure its indorsement by reading a 
resolution which she said had been adopted at 
the Nashville convention, but which had been 
reported and defeated. In the'spring of 1892, 
having failed to commit the body legally to 
her scheme, she made a desperate attempt to 
commit the Executive committee to it by 
sending them the following printed circular 
for their signatures: 

* We, the undersigned, members of the Executive 
committee of the National W. ©. T. U., bereby 
empower Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, as our agent and 
trustee for said National W. (©. T. U., to enter 
into such contracts on behalf of the said Nation- 
al W.C.T. U, as she may deem necessary and 
best to secure for it the controlling interest in 
the stock of the Woman's Temple Bi: liding 
Association ; and we further agree to ratify and 
confirm such acuon at the next annual meeting 
of the Executive committee. 

** At the bottom of ‘the sheet) was written in 
Mrs. Carse'’s private secre- 
tary, Miss Blanche Shaw, the followimg para- 
graph: 

“Dear Sister: If the above meets your ap- 
proval will you kindly sign this|' document and 
forward it to Mra. Matilda B. Carse, No. 149 Ash- 
laud avenue, Chicago, LL? An immediate an- 
swer is important. 

“The answers came immediately, sure 
enough, Miss Willard sending hers by. tgle- 
graph; but they were ail flat refusals to gign 
the circular, and some of thein contained very 
pointed warnings to let the bond scheme 
alone, It was under these circumstances that 
Mrs. Carse then proceeded to issue the Temple 
trust bonds in apparent defiance of the Na- 
tional W. C. T. U. That does not look much 
as if she went into the scheme as its trustce. 


Mra, Carse’s Scheme of Transfer. 
“Do you entertain any doubt that Mrs. 


Carse will, at the proper time, transfer this 
Field stock, as oar te gift fund stock, to 


| the National W. C, 


“Well, as I said before, I do not think the 
law would permit the transfer. Moreover, 
Mrs. Carse may have ‘already transferred the 

ift fund stock to the Bogard of Temple Trus- 
toes ars the Field stock. . In that case I do not 
see how she could ever transfer any of it to 
the National W. C. T. U. or anybody else. But 
I am able to inform you, in her'own language, 
what her intentions on thissubject are. When 
the subcommittee was in session in Boston 
Mrs. Carse showed them a legal document, 
copies of which she said she had d2posited 
with her son, her lawyer, and Miss Willard, in 
which she lays down the terins on which shé 
intended ultimately to turn over what stock 
she held to the National W. C. T. U. ‘The fol- 
lowing is the jast paragraph of it: 


‘* Now. therefore, know all men by these pres- 
ents, I, Matilda B. Carse, in consideration of tho 
premises, do hereby declare and acknowledge 
that I hold all of said stock in trust for the Na- 
tional Woman’s Christian Temperance Union for 
the purpose aforesaid, and that I will, and my 
heirs, executors, and administrators shall deliver 
unto the proper officers of the National Weman's 
Christian Temperarce Union the said stock 
in the Woman's Temperance Building Asso- 
ciation, held by me as.afvresaid, on the pay- 
ment of the amount evidenced by the subscription 
heretofore made by me to the capital stock of the 
Woman’s Temperance Building Association, and 
of the trust bonds issued and delivered to the 
American Trust and Savings Bank as aforesaid, 
after paying all expenses and charges 
connected therewith ; ana that | hold said stock 
for the purpose of enabling the said National 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union to hold 
and controlthe stock in the said corporation 
known as the Woman’s Temperance Building As- 
sociation aforesaid. 

* Witness my hand and seal this Ist day of July, 
1891. MATILDA B, CARBE. 


“*Now you see how she views her obliga- 
tions. She subscribed. for $61,000 worth of 
stock in her own name for tne National W. C. 
T. U., and paid $54,000 on it out of the gift 
fund, and in this document she offers 
to transfer all of this stock to the Nation- 
al W. C. T. U. when she is paid for it. 
She also offers to transfer the Temple trust 
bond stock when. the National W. C. T. U. 
pays off the bonds, and pays all the expenses 
and charges, though ail of these expenses and 
charges have already been paid out of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds, if not partly outof the 
gift fund also.”’ 

Mr. Hobbs Suggests a Report. 

**In my opinion the first thing to be done is 
to demand from Mrs. Carse an account. She 
has appointed herself as trustee for $1,500,000 
werth of property and has given no bond, and 
the least she can do is to make a report of her 
proceedings. The Executive committee of 
the National W. C. T. U. should require her at 
once to answer the following questions and 
give the following information: 

* Who appointed you trustee of the gift fund? 

* How much does the gift fund amount to? 

“ How much of it was sent directly to you, and 
how much to Miss Pugh; and have you turned 
over to Miss Pugh all that you have received? 

**Furnish an itemized list vf all the contribu- 
tions that have béen sent to you. 

* Have you publicly acknowledged the receipt 
of them, and if so, of which? 

“ Give an itemized account of the way the gift 
fund, or any of it, has been expended. 

‘** Was the issue of the Temple trust bonds and 
the purchase of Field’s stock a private enter- 

rise, or did you undertake it as a trustee for the 
National W. C. T. U. 

“Did the National W. C. T. U. ever give you au- 
thority to do this? 

_“* Why did you advertise the bonds as ‘ For the 
National W, C. T. U.?’ 

“ How much was paid Mr. Field for his stock, 
and how much of the purchase money, if any, 
came from the gift fund? 

_ “Give an itemized statement of the expenses 
incurred in selling the bonds, and tell out of what 
fund or funds these expenses were defrayed. 

* What certificates of stock are pledged for the 
Temple trust bonds? Give the names of the own- 
ers. 

_ “In whose name did you subscribe for the stock 
in the building associanon that was paid for out 
of the gift fund? ; 

** Has this stock ever been transferred or reis- 
sued, and, if so, when, how, and to whom? .. 

**When Mr. Field was paid for hisstock, to whom 
was it transferred or reissued, and who owns it 
now, and how? 

* By whose authority was the Board of Temple 
Trustees appointed; and who gave the board the 
right to hold the Temple property for twenty-oue 

ears; and why have you pot transferred to this 

ard the Field stock and all of the stock that 
you have bought for the National W. C. T..U.? 

“ How do you make out that you now control for 
the National W. ©. T. U. $350,000 worth of stock in 
the Building Association? 

“ If the men who have certified ‘from a per- 
sonal examination’ to the ‘eminently wise 
and prudent management’ of Temple affairs 
had answered these questions they would 
have done a great service to the Christian 
women of the country; and if Executive 
committee of the National W. C. T. U. had 
also given proper publicity to the legal opin- 
ion of Mr. Milier this interview would have 
been unnecessary.”

Temple Trustees Prefer to Make a State- 
ment Later—Their Communication, 


As the Board of Temple Trustees was hoild- 


the Temple a reporter for Tax Txaisune 
knocked at the door to inquire if it would 
be agreeable for Mra. Marion H, Dunham 
of Iowa,a member of the board and the 
Chairman of the Executive committee of the 
National W. C. T. U., to grant an interview 
on the subject of temple affairs. He was in- 
vited to come iu and found the ladies eating 
luncheon. There were present Mrs. Dunham, 
Mrs, Hoffman, Mra. Fessenden, Mrs. Barker, 
Mrs. Keils, and others, : 

Mrs. Dunham said that she preferred to be 
interviewed in the presence of the other 
ladies; and when she had told the reporter to 
proceed he asked her if she knew to what use 


out of the gift fund in her owt name. 

‘“Well, now, really,” she said, “‘dvo you 
think that is the business of Tue Trisune? 
Would Taz Trisune put a question like that 
to the Baptist Ladies’ Home Missionary So- 
ciety or to any other similar body?” 

The reporter said that he was instructed to 
ask certain questions of them. , 

**Well,”’ she said, “‘ [I will not answer it any 
farther than this: Mrs. Carse was authorized 
by this board to 4raw that money, and she has 
made a satisfacto repurt to this board of 
what she did with it. e will give no further 
information about it. As to the people who 
contributed the money to the gift fund, Mrs. 
Carse makes regular annual reports of her 
transactions at the annual conventions,” 

‘** Will you please inform me what you la- 
dies of the Board of Tempie Trustees are 
trustees of?”’ .

STATEMENT BY WILLIAM DEERING. 


Why Ge Camé to Draw OCut—No Knowledge 
of the Temple's Financial Affairs. 

William Deering, who was one of the char- 
ter members of the. Woman’s Tempérance 
Building Association, with J. B. Hobbs, made 
the following statement to a reporter for Tus 
Trispuns at his home in Evanston last nicht: 

“At the sglicitation of Mrs. Carse and her 
friends my name was used as one of the 
charter members of the Woman’s Temperance 
Building Association. I was favorable to the 
enterprise and friendly to those connected 
with itand in sympathy with their objects. 
When I learned that Mrs. Carse and her im- 
mediate friends contemplated so large an 
undertaking I thought it unwise and im- 
prudent and likely to involve too large 
an Outlay, and after consulting with 
some of the promoters of the enterprise and 
at their suggestion I. advised Mrs. Carse not 
to undertake the erection of so large and ex- 
pensive a building, involving so _ heavy 
pecuniary engagements. In her first plans 
as submitted to me she had reserved so much 
space for the public halls and offices of the 
temperance union that it seemed to 
me that there would not be enough 
space left to provide an adequate ip- 
come for the paying of the large indebtedness 
which she proposed to create, and I was afraid 
of financial failure and coliapse. I have 
understooa that she did not finally carry out 
her original intentions in this regard and that 
but little space has been reserved for the 
use of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. 

‘*Mrs. Carse was confident of her ability to 
carry on the enterprise onthe scale contem- 
plated, and I did not feel free to urge my 
views, as indeed I had no special right to do, 
I thereupon declined to become a _ stockhold- 
er, although several times strongly urged 
by Mrs. Carse to do 480. have 
since had no knowledge whatever of 
the enterprise.

HOPE TO BE ANNEXED. | 


HAWAIIAN OOMMISSIONBES LOOK 
FOR FAVORABLE ACTION, 


Ratification of the Treaty to Make the Sand-" 


wich Islands a Part of the United States 
May Go Over to the Next Congress— 
Story of the Revolt Against Kalakaua— 
Princess Katulani Under English In- 
fluences—Leading Congressmen Are 
Strongly Opposed to Annexation, 


W. C. Wilder and J. Marsden, two of the 
Commussioners from the Hawaiian Islands to 
the United States, arrived at the Auditorium 
yesterday morning. They will leave tonight 
for San Francisco, going by the Northwestern 
and Union Pacific, and will leave San Fran- 
cisco on the steamer Monawai March 3. 
Charles E. Peterson, the official stenographer 
of the commission, is with them. Mr. 
Thurston, Mr. Carter, and Mr. Castle will re- 
main in the United States until the treaty is 
either ratified or is left for the next Congress 
to dispose of, P 

‘* We are well satisfied with the result of our 
mission,” said Mr. Wilder yesterday. “It is 
true the treaty has not been ratified, but it 
has gone to the Senate and we feel sure of its 
béing favorably acted upon in reasonable 
time. We are naturally anxious to have the 
matter settled, but the islands will be there 
even if the treaty should go over until the next 
Congress. There is but little opposition to the 
ratification of the treaty so far as we can 
learn, but some of the supporters of the an- 
nexation theory favor letting the matter go 
over. The reason for this? I suppose it isa 
matter of party expediency. Democrats nat- 
urally would prefer that annexation should go 
over until Mr. Cleveland comes in and give 
their party the credit for it. The Republicans 
on the other hand, for the most part, would 
prefer a speedy ratification.”’ 

‘*Have any of the Commissioners called on 
President-elect Cleveland ?’’ was asked. 

‘**No. Such an act would be a discourtesy 
to both the President and the President-elect. 
To all intents, so far as diplomacy goes, there 
is nothing to indicate that Mr. Harrison will 
cease to be President March 4 Mr. Cleve- 
land would, I am sure, be displeased at any- 
thing that would savor of an attempt to in- 
fluence him before he became President 
through visits from the commission or argu- 
ments in favor of annexation. The treaty is 
now before the Senate. 
there ere enough friends of annexation there 
to put it to a successful vote, but if it should 
be decided to carry the matter over until the 
next Senate comes in there would be no dis- 
position on the part of the mambers of this 
commission to prevent it. 3 

Received with Courtesy. 


‘In Washington we were treated with the 
utmost courtesy, as in fact we have been 
treated since our landing in San Francisco a 
month ago. President Harrison and Secre- 
tary Foster treated us with marked kindness 
and seemed disposed to deal with the utmost 
fairness by the people of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The Senators and Represenfatives have showed 
a great degree of interest in the proposed an- 
nexation, and while ve or found some op- 
position it has n of a straight- 
forward nature that we had no 
cause to fear. Paul Neuman and 
Mr. Macfarlane are still in Washington, 
aud I believe they will remain there until the 
matter is all arranged. Ido not believe that 
Mr. Neuman thinks for a moment the plan of 
annexation can be put aside. He came to this 
country in the interests of the ex-Queen Liliuo- 
kalani, and if he cannot stem the tide of an- 
nexation be will try to save as much from the 
wreck as possible on’benalf of the ex-Queen. 
I have understood he will ask that the pension 
ot $20,000 be increased, but ldo not know if 
this is true.

That was the time when Hawaii 
lost its navy. King Kalakaua thought himself

One striker was shot, a newly-hired switch- 
tender stabbed, and a crossingman danger- 
ously hurt last night in the yards of the West 
ern Indiana railroad company. 

Early in. the day a number of non-union 
men were put to work by the railroad com- 
pany. While daylight lasted nothing more 
dangerous than gibes and jeers came from the 
scattered knots of strikers; but, with dark- 
ness, coupling-pins and chunks of coal began 
to fly through the air and several men 
were hurt. Some one discovered a loose 
length of telegraph wire and managed to 
string it a few inches above the ground near 
switches. Almost every man. who went to 
throw a switch was thrown down. David 
Adams and Henry Benton, both recently 
hired men, were seriously cut about the face 
and hands by falling over the wire. 

Coupling-pins and jagged rocks began to 

come so fast that the men who had taken the 
strikers’ places were driven from the switches 
and crossings and took refuge in the shanti 
and one of the officials hastily Solambanad 
to ‘the Harrison Street Station for help. 
Just before the police arrived Fred Cooper, a 
switchtender, saw a man attempting to make 
away with a switch lantern. He chased the 
man, who ran towards a lumber yard on the 
west side of the track. As Cooper followed 
him through the yard three other men sprang 
from behind a pile of lamber and attacked him 
with knives, Cooper attempted to draw his 
revolver, but before he could do so he was 
stabbed oven the right eye by one of the men. 
Cooper fired two shots at his assailants and 
they started to run away. After going a few 
yards one of them fell, crying that he was 
‘shot. His companions rushed back 
and picking him up carried him off. 
Cooper was biinded by the blood 
which flowed from the® wound in his 
head and could not give chase. He was taken 
to a doctur’s office at Eighteenth and State 
streets, where his wound was sewed up. 

At almost the same time J. W. Osborn, a 
crossingman at Sixteenth and Clark streets, 
was made the target of a veritable hail of 
missiles. He was struck full in the face by a 
coupling-pin, on the jaw by a piece of coal, 
and in the abdomen by haifa brick. He is 
badly hurt. | 

When the police arrived a vigorous search 
was instituted for the man who was shot, but 


man could be found. A large detachment of

SWITCHMEN WILL NOT GO OUT, 


Grand Master Wilson Says They Will Not 
+ Join the Switchtenders.' 

Grand Master J. E. Wilson of the switch- 
men reached home yesterday from the West. 
He said: ‘* Conferences have been held with 
the Santa Fé people and differences between 
members of our order and that company will 
be amicably adjusted.’ The switchmen will 
not go out with the switchtenders. The pres- 
entation of grievances by switchmen to the 
Missouri Pacific people means merely a 
friendly conference.’’ 

fhe Belt line strikers are quiet. Police 
were held on reserve all day yesterday, but 
were not called for. Little freight was 


all behind time. The work of switchtending 
was done by officials and employés of each of 
the six tenant lines of the Belt line. The 
thirty-eight expemenced switchtenders who 
were brought from St. Louis were kept all 
day in the Dearborn street depot ready to be 


put to work at night,

No Trouble Expected in St. Louis, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 24.—A diligent inquiry 
made among the switchmen for the purpose of 
ascertaining if a strike was contemplated here in 
conjunction with the labor troubles elsewhere 
shows that none of the localswitchmen know any- 
thing about the strike, nor have they received 
any official notification about it. It is not be 
lieved that there will be any trouble here. 


Rights of Organized Labor. 

New Orxieans, La, Feb. 24.—[{Special.]—The 
case of the United States vs. The Workingmen’s 
Amalgamated Association came up yesterday in the 
United States Circuit Court for argument before 
Judge Billings. This suit was instituted Nov. 11, 
1892, during the great strike, and the object was 
to secure an injunction restraining the labor 
unions represented by the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion from preventing by force ‘the employment of 
non-union men in the place of the strikers. The 
filing of the suit broke the backbone of the strike 
and its determination will to a certain extent set- 
tle the question of the rights of organized labor. 
After lengthy arguments by A. H, Leonard and 
Morris Marks for the defense and District-Attor- 
ney Earlbart for the government the case was 
submitted and a ruling may be expected within 
the next few days. 


Charged with Conspiracy. 

Patrick McKenney of St. Louis bet Thomas 
Walsh his $200 diamond pin and $100 in money 
that if in faro the seven, six, and ace were in the 
deal-box on the last turn the dealer couldn't split 
the money. The bet was accepted and the money 
placed in Sam‘Jones’ hands. ‘“‘Soap”’ Gunn was 
chosen to decide the bet, both agreeing to abide 
by his decision. When Gunn decided against Mc- 
Kenney Jones turned the stakes over to Walsh. 
McKenney then caused the arrest of Walsh, 
Jones, and Gunn, charging a conspiracy to com- 
mit alarceny. Justice Lynn continued the case 
until March 1 in bonds of $300 each.

Wasurotor, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special. |— 
Henry F. Merritt of Illinois is said to be a 
candidate for Assistant Secretary of State.

UNCLE SAM LOSES HEAVILY. 


Adutlteratea and Imitation Whisky Mate- 
rially Affect Internal Revenue Receipts. 
Wasuinetron, D. C., Feb. 24.—Lewis A. 

Braham, a Washington lawyer, today testified 
before the committee investigating the whisky 
trust that the adulteration and sale of imita- 
tion goods were on the increase. This business 
caused a large lossto the government. The 
imitation goods paid an internal revenue tax 
of about 90 cents a gallon; the imported paid 
about $2.50a gallon. ‘he output of these 
imitations decreased the importations, and 
the government lost the difference between 
the internal revenue and the import duty. 

The production of rye and bourbon was 
greatly decreased last year. Rye decreased 
1,004,949 gallons and bourbon 913,618 gallons. 
The increase in spurious goods increased ac- 
cordingly.

CANADA AND AMERICAN SILVER. 


Discrimination Against Uncle Sam’s Coin- 
age Causes No Worry at Washington. 

Wasurncron, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.]— 
Reports from Canada about discriminaton 
against silver coins from the United States 
cause no worry here. If the banks-in British 
Vancouver, as reported, have decided to take 
American silver only at a discount of 20 per 
cent, the probability is that it is for local 
reasons. Officials of the Mint Bureau say they 
have no intormation on the subject, but they 
thick that somebody may be intending to do 
a brokerage business in exchanging American 
and Canadian coins. Custom oflficiais here 
say that if American silver 1s received to any 


ayment of duties on goods imported 
rom the United States, they do not know it. 
It may be that close to the border American 
silver is taken in small sums, but it would be 
at the risk of the Canadian customs officers, 
for Canada has no silver currency larger 
than 50-cent pieces. It is on the British gold 
standard and its coin is minted in England. 
The 25-cent piece is most common of Canadian 
silver coins. It circulates on this side of the 
border for 20 cents, Its bullion value is 
about 15 cents, or equal to that of the United 
States silver quarter. But the faith of the 
Canadian Government is uot pledged to 
maintaining the parity of silver’ and its mimor 
silver coins do not farnish any basis of com- 
parison with the silver which 1s stamped by 
this country. The Montreal banks have on 
two or three occasions kicked against the con- 
fusion caused by the silver currency of this 
country and have tried to discriminate against 
it, but they have not succeeded. 


No Action Taken at Ottawa. 


Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The 
governinent has taken no action in the matter 
of American silver. Clarke Wallace, Con- 
troller of Customs, says that no prohib:tion 
has been placed on it in custom-houses; it is 
taken readily, but subject to the current dis- 
counts. The Treasurer of the City of Ottawa 
has, however, given orders that na American 
silver be taken in the offices of the collectors 
at the city hall. At Toronto there is very lit- 
tle American silver in circulation. The gen- 
eral merchants get very little of it. Hotel- 
keepers, brewers, manufacturers, etc., take it 
at parand brokers buy it at from 2 to 3 per 
cent discount. At the city hall in Toronto 
American silver has not been taken for years, 
save at a heavy discount. No objection is of- 
fered® however, to American bills or even the 
silver certificates. 

A disputch from St. Catharines says that an 
influx of American silver and nickel currency 
obtains there, and that the little pieces of the 
United States are supplanting Canadian cur- 
rency of the same denomination.

The accounting officers say that the month's 
balance of receipts and expenditures will be 
about even, pension payments probably fall- 
ing below the estimate.

HARTER’S FREE COINAGE BILL, 


Contains Provisions Which Will Pro- 
voke Extensive Discussion, 
Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 24.—Mr. Harter 
of Ohio introduced jn the House today a bill 
to provide for the free coinage of silver and 
gold at thé present ratio and upon equal 
terms. It provides that after its passage the 
purchase of silver billion by the government 
shall cease and the mints shall be opened to 
the coinage of both metals upon the same 
terms as existed prior to 1878, provided, how- 
ever, that ail silver and gold coined hereafter 
for the account of owners shall not have any 
legal-tender function, and instead of being 
stamped ‘tone dollar,” “five dollars,” ete., 
shail be stamped ‘“ten dimes.”’ “ fifty dimes,”’ 
etc. Nothing in thig act is to be construed as 
affecting the legai-tender function of the gold 
and silver already coined, or which may here- 
after be coined upon the account of the 
United States. All iaws in conflict with this 
act are repealed. 
Discussing this 
this afternoon: | ' 
My bill has several merits: (1) it will keep all 
the money we have now in circulation. (2) If 
more is needed it will make all the free silver and 
gold in the world tributary to our open mitts, 
(3) it will put the owners of silver and geld upon 
an absolute equality. (4) It will automatically 
secure and maintain the correct market value of 
coined silver and gold, which has n the real 
ovject.of every honest coinage law inthe world. 
(5) It will, while giving to bullion-owners a privi- 
lege denied to grain-raisers, for the government 
does not grind wheat into flour free of cost, pro- 
tect every man an:l woman in the nation from 
wrong, for it leaves them free to take this freely 
coined money or nut as they pleasc. They will 
take it freely, tothe full > gery | needs of the 
nation and at its real value. (6) It is a free coin- 
age law which should meet the support of every 
freo coinage man who does not own a silver mine 
ana whose free coinage ideas are not based upon 
a desire to get 100 cents worth of his neighbor's 
property or labor for 65 cents or less worth of his 
own ; while it should meet this support it ought to 
find equal favor with the business public.

Sherman's Bond Scheme Losing Strength— 
Interviews as to the Guarantee to Buyers, 
Wasnincton, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special. ]— 

The Sherman bond! amendment is losing 
strength. It is doubtful now if it can com- 
mand a majority of' the House, whenever a 
vote ia had. There alsoseems to be something 
of a reaction in the Senate, and Senators who 
voted for it say that if the question comes up 
again and in a form where the Senate can 
vote to recede from its amendment, that 
course will undoubtedly be taken. 

One cause of thisig the uncertainty as to 
what the amendment really means. There 
seems to be something in the discovery that 
under its terms there | would |be a compulsorv 
contraction of the currency. The amount 
would be $46,000,000 instead of $80,000,000, as 
the silver mep were claiming last night, With- 
out going into all the laws bearing on re- 
sumption the point can be briefly stated. 

The amendment, ag it passed the Senate, 
states in terms that its object is to enabie the 
Secretary of the Treasury to provide for and 
to maintain the redemption of United States 
notes, according to the provisions of the 
resumption act of Jan. 14, 1875. It further 
authorizes the issue of three per cent oonds to 
the extent necessary tp carry that act “into 
full effect” and to use the proceeds for the pur- 
poses provided in ‘the act “and none 
other.”” There is no reference in the Sherman 
ainendment to the amendatory resumption 
acts, arid this, taken with the terms ** into full 
effect” and “none other,” is construed to 
mean that the proposed bonds would be issued 
for the purpose of bringing down the green- 
back issues outstand to $300,000,000 regard- 
less of the fact that aftr the resumption act 
of 1875 Congress passed a law prohibiting 
further cancellation of greenbacks, which then 
amounted to $346,000,000. 

The friends of the Sherman amendment 
deny that there was any purpose of contract- 
ing the greenback isshe or that the amend- 
ment would be constryed so asto authorize 
the destruction of the $46,000,000. But the 
weight of opinion of the best lawyers jin both 
the Senate and the House seems to be that 
this would be the sflect if the Sherman 
amendment became aiaw. At the beginning 
of Mr. Cieveland’s first administration: his‘ de- 
clared policy, as put forth by Secretary Man- 
ning. was to get rid of the greenbacks, It is 
therefore not an unrpasonable supposition 
that during his second administration any 
provision of law which seemed to auihorize 
such a course would be enforced.

An Interesting Question, 


A point has been raiséd as to the guarantee 
buyers of ‘coin ’’ bonds wuuld have for their 
being paid in gold by an administration sub- 
sequent to the one under. which they were is- 
sued. it 1s an interesting question how many 
people would be willmg to pay gold for the 
bonds in the absence of a sufficient guar- 
antee. Nobody supposes that the bonds, 
if issued now and sold for silver, 
would help to preserve parity. Whether in 
case of a premiumon gold these “coin’’ 
bonds would sell for cold. except at a pre- 
mium—the government, it is claimed, having 
no power to issué a bond payable in gold—is 
a question which most of the financiers do not 
care to answer. 

The points embodied above were set forth 
in a series of questions and presented to the 
Secretary of the Treasury and a number of 
leading Senators today. Secretary Charles 
Foster was explicit enough. He said: 

When you ask what guarantee the buyers of 
**coin”’ bonds have for their being paid in gold I 
answer, the faith dnd credit of the government. 
It has been the recognised policy of, previous ad- 
ministrations, of the preseut administration, and 
1 think it may be safely assumed that this 
will be the policy of subsequent adminis- 
trations. It comes down’to confidence in the 
Government of the United States, and thatcis all 
there is to it. As to the possibility of bonds being 
sold now for silver, or the conjecture of a premium 
on gold, I hardly think 1 ought to enter intoa 
discussion. 

Senator Allison, who is a 
Finance committee, said: ~- 

There would be the same guarantee that hold- 
ers of *‘coin’’ bonds now have for their payment 
in gold. In caseof a change of standurd from 
gold tosilverthe existing bonds of the United

States would be payable in silver; that is, pay-. 


able in the current coin. The willingness to pay 
gold for the bonds depeods upon the good faith 
of the government to maintain the parity of 
values between silver and gold, which is the 
ouly guarantee possible, unless the bonds are 
epecifically payable in gold. Any bonds solid 
materially ‘ncreages the reserve and would aid in 
preserving the parity in value of the two metals. 
In case of a premium on gold the bonds would 
only go to a premium if it were believed that they 
would be paid during the prevalence of such pre- 
mium. Very.few people are likely to believe that 
er will be permanently at a premium in the 

Jnited States, even though it strould go to a pre- 
mium temporarily, which ig not vrobable under 
any condition existing at this time or likely to ex- 
ist in the near future. 


Democratic Opinion, 


Senator McPherson, who is the leading 
Democratic member of the Finance com- 
mittee, in reply to questions, said:

become a commodity the moment its weaker and 
cheaper companion, silver. in sufficient volume 
is provided tu take the place of gold. The bonds 
of the guvernment pow outstanding and aiso 
those that may be issued under the Sherman 
amendment. are all payable in coin; that 
is, gold or silver coin,. and when the 
Treasury is no longer able to maintain the 
parity between our guild and silver issues, then 
the Treasury inevitably must pay the bonds and 
interest on the same im ailver, which necessarily 
becomes the only coin currency in use. The valine 
of the bonds upon the market will be speculative 
and dependent upon the Future monetary policy 
of the government. If it be a gold standard they 
will have a gold value. If silver, a silver vaiue, 
whatever that may happen to be. 

Senator Dan Voorhees, who will be Chair- 
man of the Finance committee when the Dem. 
ocrats come into control of the Senate, asked 
to be excused from discussing the financial 
policy of any future administration. Hesaid: 
“Why, you might as well ask me why the 
cuckoo flies weat as what guarantee any sub- 
sequent administration will observe.” 

Senator Brice, who has come to the front as 
a leader on financiai tupics, said: 

There is no present necéssity for the Sherman 
amendment from any point of view, as parity of 
all kinds of currency will for the ptesent be pre- 
served without any sale of any kind of bonds. 1 
regard the ainendmeat as too limited and in- 
definite to be of value. It expressiy limits the 
issue of bonds and the use of their proceeds to 
the maintenance of parity between legal! 
tenders and “ coin,” and pays no attention to any 
difference between gold cvia and silver coin, No 
bonds could be sold under it and the attempt 
would only call attention to the apprehension 
that silver and gold will partcompany. The 
Democratic Senators who supported the amend- 
ment did so only at the request of Mr. Carlisie, 
who seemed to think that he could utilize the 
power to sell bonds so as tu supply uny deticiehcy 
in the Treasury, but no one believes that it is 
broad or clear enough to affect the currency ques- 
tion proper. 


Views of a Silver Leader. 


Senator Teller, the most conservative of the 
free silver leadera, said: 

There would be no guarantee whatever that the 
buyers of “coin” bonds would bo paid in gold, 
but I guess none of them would worry on that 
score. it has been the policy, and I have no 
doubt will continue to be the policy, to pay these 
“coin” bonds in gold. I don’t think that the 
absence of what you call a suflicient guar- 
antee would be any obstacie to ketting 
gold for the bonds. The fact is that it 
is the people who have gold,-and wish 
to get rid of it, that want bonds issued. The 
bonds would be more useful to them than the 
~ they huve hoarded. With this view it is 

ardly worth while to discuss what might bappen 
if the bonds were sold now for silver, for they 
would not have to be gold for silver.| Similarly, I 
don’t think we need worry about a | premium on 
gold if **coin"’ bonds are issued. or course the 
government has no power to issue a bond payable 
in gold, but it has been the «eneral practice to 
pay “coin” bonds ia gold, and it will continue sv. 

Senator Cullom remarked: ‘ Those are 
financial questions requiring considerable 
thought and I should not like to give an off- 
hand opinion.” 

{it might be stated that in case bonds had 
been issued during the present administration 
gold would have been paid forthem. The 
syndicate cf great New York bankers which 
was 80 willing and anxious to have the bonds 
issued stood ready to supply gaia for them. 
This is, however, a matter of contract be- 
tween the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
parties who get the bonds. No Secretary 
can sell bonds in the open market and insist 
on gold in exchange. He can, however, make 
an agreement with responsible parties who 
will float the bonds and give gold in payment 
to the government. This is what the syn- 
dicate organized by Pierpont Morgan has 
been ready to do for the last two weeks. 
When Secretary Sherman put out his first 
issue of bonds for resumption purposes he did 
it by contract or agreemeut with New York

The report continues: 

Your committee finds from the evidence that 
many incompetent and inexperienced men have 
been employed by the Big Four railroad. It is 
our conviction that there is a growing necessity 
for the employment of competent men in the rail- 
road service for the better protection of life and 
property. 

The comniittee recommends for passage a 
bill providing— 

That all railroads of this State shall hereafter 
comply with the following prvvisions in the em- 
ployment of brakemen, switchmen, yardmasters, 
conductors, signal men, firemen, and engineers: 
All employés of either or any of the above classes 
must be avle to read and write the HKogiish lan- 
guage intelligently, to pass a satisfactory 
physical examination, including examina- 
tion as to eyesight and hearing, and 
to demunstrate their ability to distinguish colors. 
Such examination shall be before some physician 
or surgeon in good standing in the State of Liii- 
nois. All employés of the above classes shall also 
be required to demonstrate their familiarity with 
the code of signals used by the railroad company 
by which they are employed, and no person of 
any class shail be employed who is under 15. years 
of age, ana no new emplvuyé shail be engaged who 
has passed the limit of 50 years of age and who 
bas hadno previous experience in the branches 
of railroad work mentioned in this section. 

Any railroad company violating the provisions 
of this act shall upon conviction be fined not less 
than $50 nor more than $500 for the first offense, 
for the second offense not less than $100 nor more 
than $1,000, and for subsequent offenses not to ex- 
ceed 35.000. Continued and persistent violation 
of the provisions of this act. however, shall sub- 
ject suca raliroad company toafine not exceed- 
‘ing $5,000 for each and every offense.

LEWIS REDWINE CAUGHT IN ATLANTA. 


He Refuses to Confess and Says He Does 
Not Know Where the Money Went. 

Atianta, Ga., Feb. 24.—[Special. |—Lewis 
Redwine, the defaulting assistant cashier of 
the Gate City National Bank, was arrested 
this afternoon at the residence of D. L. Oaks, 
No. 97 Rockwell street, where he was in hid- 
ing. Redwine offered the policeman who ar- 
rested him $1,500 to be released. He had not 
made much of an attempt to disguise himself. 
He was taken to the police station in a cab. 
Long before the prisoner arrived at the sta- 
tron fully 2,000 people had assembled on the 


streets to get a glimpse of him as he passed 


from the cab to the door of the station house. 
Redwine, with hiseyes on the ground, fol- 
lowed tke officers into the station-house, and 
up-staire to the office of the Chiéf of Police. 
Those who followed him were L. J. Hill and 
Welborn Hill of the Gate City Bank, and Jack 
Spalding, cine pryes § the depositors. The 
prisoner refused to taik, and at a late hour to- 
night was surrounded by the bank officers, 
who are trying to m him confess. He 
merely says does not know where the 
money went. 

Thomas Cobb Jackson, the son of Capt. 
Henry Jackson of this city, committed suicide 
last night. Capt. Jackson and his son left 
their law Office in a cab last evening and went 
at once to the family residence. Capt. Jack- 
son stepped out of the cab as it stopped in 
front of his door and an instant later heard a 
shot. He ran to the cab and saw that his son 
was dying from a wound in the temple. 

The cause of the suicide is veiled in mys- 
tery, but enough is known to show that young 
Jackson felt the defalcation of Lewis Redwine 
to be a personal matter.- He was a great 
friend of Redwine and bitterlyjprotested that 
the latter was made ascapegoat for the crimes 
of others. Jackson owed the bank a large 
sum of money and was hard pressed to meet 
it. He was connected with the first families 
of this section. Hoke Smith is his uncle. 
Young Jackson was married eighteen months 
ago to Sarah Frances Grant, only daughter of 
W. D. Grant.

MEMBERS OF MAFIA ATTACK HUNTERS. 


Young Pennsylvanian Shot by a Meb of 
Italian Ruffians. 

New Castiz, Pa., Feb. 24.—[ Special, }—The 
Italians of the town, among whom, the court 
interpreters say, flourishes.a-branch of La 
Mafia, engaged at daybreak this morning in 
a brutal outrage that has alarmea the whole 
neighborhood. Last evening a party of young 
men, including Brooks McCurdy, Hill Mc- 


Claffordy, Bert Shiera, and four others, 
started into the woods to hunt a 
raccoon. All were armed with rifles. 


Returning home they passed the huts of 200 
Italian laborers who are employed in the 
mills of the town. Here is where Michelo 
Terora, the leader of ‘the Italians, lived be- 
fore he murdered a relative named Dimarschi 
and was locked in jail for trial. Terora is the 
chief headsman of the Mafia, and his friends 
sent letters to Mayor Brown and Detective 
Marshall warning them they would be killed 
tor tracking the murderer. 

The foreigners rushed from their shanties 
and attacked the young men, opening fire 
upon them with revolvers. When the pursuit 
had lasted nearly half a mile, and the Ameri- 
cans were within the lines of houses, Bert 
Shiera uttered a cry and fell, rolling into a 
smell guily. He had been shot in the hip. 
Sheira’s wound is dangerous. 

The police organizea a posse and raided the 
Italian quarters. Three were arrested. and 
are guarded in the town jail.

RIPPEY WAS ECCENTRIC, 


His Family in Cincinnati Had Not Heard 
from Him in Seven Years, 

Crnctwnati, O., Feb. 24.—[Special. |—Wes- 
ley C. Rippey, who shut Mackay today in San 
Francisco, has a wife and two sons living in 
this city. W. C. Rippey Jr. is a government 
gauger living in the suburb of Idlewild with a 
wife and three children. His mother lives 
with him. The other son, William, is a 
preserve manufacturer on Longworth street 
and lives at No. 581 Eastern avenue in the 
city. Npneof the family had heard from 
Rippey for nearly seven years, and were as- 
tonished wheh told of his tragicend. The 
son said his father was 76 years old and his 
mother 74. Old Mra. Rippey is in bed suf- 
fering with the grip and her death is expected 
at any mhoment. ippey thirty years ago was 
a ship builder in Cincinnat*‘ and worked on 
the docks at the levee. He was a peculiar 
man, did eccentric things, but the family 
never regarded him as insane. Over twenty- 
five years ago he suddenly moved 
with his family to Cape Girardeau, Mo.

When Rippey strangely disappeared the two 
boys were old enough to eupport their mother 
and so the deserted family returned to Cin- 
cinnati, where they have since lived. Years 
passed end the father wrote at long intervals 
from Pike’s Peak, Denver, and other Western 
points. He never gaveany explanation and 
the family ascribed his sudden de- 
parture to eccentricity.

In speaking of the shoot- 
ing of Mackay he said: ‘ That recalls some of 
the stirring events of early times when things 
were lively in Frisco, and fortunes were made or 
lost in aday. Mackay and J.G, Fair were min- 
ers at Gold Hilland Virginia City. Nev., work- 
ing by the day, white Mrs. Mackay kent a board- 
ing houpe for the miners. Flood and O’Brien 
partners in a fashionable liquor 
i » and i iike everyone 
in’ the city, dabbled in mining 
stocks. The Comstock lode was then becom- 
ing prominent. and Consolidated Virginia stock 
was on the rise. Everybody bought mining stock, 
from minister to laborer, trom the wives of the 
weaithy to the servant girls in families. Flood & 
O’Brien had good luck, and soon formed a_ part- 
nership with Mackay and Fair, who had ‘also 
been successful in stocks. At that time, or sonmn 
after, Adolph Sutro began his wonderful tunnel 
under the mings, and this helped tokeep up the 
interest in the Comstock lode, 

** Flood, O’Brien, Mackay, and Fair soon be- 
cane silyer kings of the Pacific coast, erected 
fine houses, sportea big diamonds, and lived in 
style. They foundedthe Nevada Bank with a 
capient of $5,000,000, they being the only stock- 
holders, and soon made themselves famous in 
financial circles. Mrs. Mackay gave up the 
boarding-house and removedto San Francisco. 
Many a poor miner has been helped by Mackay, 
for, though many times a millionaire, he never 
forgot the hard work of his early days, and was 
never too proud to fellowship with the old boys.” 


LIFE OF JOHN W. MACKAY. 


Energy 'and Shrewdness Raise Him from 
Poverty to Affluence. 

The story of the life of John W. Mackay is 
linked to two continents. In some respects it 
stands alone. When he was born in Dublin, in 
November, 1835, there was nothing in the sur- 
roundings to warrant a prophecy that he would 
ever be heard of in the world, His people were 
poor. Like many other Irish lads he left home 


and landed in New York, without. anything ex-

He reached 
the top round of fortune by beginning with a 
pick. e always remained a modest man. Per- 
sonally Mr. Mackay was a man of herculean form 
and strength. 

In anges, 1883, Mr. Mackay accepted the Presi- 
dency of the Postal Telegraph company, whose 
object was to rival the Western Union, and later 
still he and James Gordon Bennett formed a com- 
pany to lay a cable across the Atlantic, which is 
now in full operation. The existence of this 
cable, which, it seems, cannot be bought in by 
the Western Union; has reduced the prices for 
cablegrams, to the advantage of the public. 

The fortune of Mackay is variously estimated 
at $50,000,000 to $75,000,000. 

A traveler and man of the world who knew 
much of Mr. Mackay. ia speaking of his wealth, 
said last night: 

“IT remember a story that was printed about a 
dinner which Mrs. Mackay gave at which the 


gentleman who knew the fumily intimately as- 
sured me that many of the stories printed about 
the extravagance of the Mackays were false. 
Mackay was never sorich asthe New York mill- 
ionaires. He was never worth more than $12,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000. Much of this sum does not 
bring a dollar of income. He gave away a great 
deal of money; invested in great enterprises, like 
Bennett's cable, that yielded no return, and some 
of which absorbed the principal invested in them. 
Mrs. Mackay did not spend half a million a year 
in entertainments, as current newspaper pafra- 
graphs have it, but only $0,000. That is a pretty 
sum, but it pays for all her household expenses— 
balls, dinners, and all.” 

True, the Mackays iived abroad in magnificence, 
but a great deal of nonsense and gush have ap- 
peared ia print about the family. The truth is 
they are sensible, everyday people. Mrs. Mackay 
has two sons, William and Clarence, to whom she 
has devoted mucn of her time, and she prepared 
both for college, and selected an American insti-' 
tution in which to complete their education.

Michigan Judiciary Committee Will Soon 
Report on the Bill for the Convention.

MODEL STRUCTURE TO REPLAGE THE 
- OLD TINION BUILDING. 


‘Pf It Is to Be Thirteen Stories High, with a 


Frontage of 100 Feet on Washington 
Street and 180 Feeton La Salle Street— 
Offices on Each Fiocor to Be Arranged 
in a Different Manner—Arrangements 
for Lighting and Ventilating-—A His- 
toric Corner. 

The new Stock Exchange Building will oc- 
cupy the space now fill¢d by the Union Build- 
mg and the Mercantile Building and will 
front 100 feet on Washington street and 180 
feet on La Salle street. It will be thirteen 
stories in height, its roof bemg 172 feet 6 
inches above the sidewalk, the owners of the 
ground having been fortunate enough to ob- 
tain a building permit when they first con- 
tem plated the erection of this building nearly 
two years ago, before the agitation against 
high buildings had begun. The treatment of 
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ay by Represent- 
ative O’Donnell during the session of the 
joint committee of the State Legislature at the 
Sherman House.

cotta, light blue or buff in color, The main 
entrance on La Salle street has u clear open- 
ing of twenty-three feet. The Washington 
street entrance has an opening of eleven feet. 

The rooms on the ground floor are intended 
for the use of brokers. The Stock Exchange 
will occupy a room 70x100 feet at the south 


‘end of the main floor and extending through 


two stories. The Stock Exchange room will be 
lighted from the east and south by large plate 
glass windows and also by a skylight extend- 
ing all around the room. The rostrum forthe 
caller will be on the north side of the room 
and the gallery at the west end. Under the 
gallery will be the Secretary's rooin, coat- 
room, and settling-room. The remainder of 
the maia floor and so much of the floor above 
the sa.ne as is not occupied by the principal 
part ot the Stock Exchange will be used by 
banks and brokers. The ten stories above 
will be occupied by offices, 400 in number. 


Peculiar Arrangement of Offices, 


A peculiar feature of the arrangement of 
this building which has been determined upon 
by the owners will be that each story of offices 
will have individual arrangement and subdi- 
vision of its own, each being adapted for a 
different kind of occupation. It is hoped by 
this means that tenants can be better satisfied 
and that the tearing out and rebuilding of 
partitions and of heating, plumbing, and light 
appartus so characteristic of big office build. 
ings will be to a great extent avoided. The 
top story is divided into three immense rooms, 
each without a column. This will be admira- 
bly adapted forthe use of corporations and 
firms employing large clericai forces. 

Another distinctive feature of this building 
will be the means adopted for the admission 
of light to the offices. On the south side of 
the building immediately above the Stock 
Exchange, all of the offices except the front 
tier will recede thirteen feet from the line of 
the alley which bounds the building on the 
south. As the west line of the property abuts 
against the internal court of the Herald 
Building, this fact will be taken advantage of 
and the court, which measures 32x60 feet, 
will be extended into the body of the Stock 
Exchange Building in the form of two courts 
each measuring about 28x55 fect. By this 
means there will be nearly 200 feet of external 
exposure of offices to this large court, form- 
ing one of the largest Jight. courts in the city 
ana keeping the offices well lighted and yet 
free from dust and noise of the street. 

The entrance to the building will be from 
‘the sidewalk level and without astep. Both 
the Washington and La Salle street entrances 
will lead direct to two batteries of five eleva- 
tors, all of which will run to the top of the 
building. 
Will Be Well Ventilated. 

Another feature of the building will be two 
enormous brick stacks which will lead from 
the basement toa point fifteen feet above the 
roof and each of which will contain a large 
ventilating fan intended to ventilate the base- 
ment and to ecarry all odors toa height of 
fifteen feet above the roof of the building. 

All the windows throughout the building 
will be of plate glass. All stairways will be 
of marble, all halls ana corridors will have 
marble wainscot and mosaic floors, while all 
of the rooms will have concrete and muosaic 
floors, with a view to banishing from the 
building as much as possible everything com- 
bustible. The question of substituting for 
wooden doors and finish aluminum or other 
light metal is being considered. Every room 
throughout the building wili be heated by 
steam and will have hot and cold water sup- 
ply. Preparations are under way for the loca- 
— of vauite wherever tenants may require 

em. 

A peculiar interest attaches to this building 
Upon it in 1837 P. F. W. Peck built the 
first brick house erected in Chicago.

gislature calling upon Congress to restrict 
the sale of convict-made clothing to the State 
in which they are made, and, perhaps, to abol- 
ish their manufacture altogether. 

The business of the morning session of the 
committee was the examining of the Superin- 
tendents of the factories of large wholesale 
dealers in cloaks and other garments. Three 
of these were heard—Samuel Kohn of Joseph 
Beifeld & Co., Max Bonvit of T. Seigel & 
Bros., and T. Sutcliffs of Marshall Field & 
Co. Their testimony showed that the whole- 
sale deaiers and manufacturers do not pay 
much attention to the condition of the sweat- 
shops and tenement-houses where clothing is 
made for them so long as good, clean work is 
done, although they keep ir own factories 
in a sanitary condition, and know nothing of 
the life and surroundings of the laborers. 

Mrs. T. J. Morgan testified that she had 
made an investigation of the sweat-shops and 
told what she had found. After remarkingon 
the unsanitary condition and general filthi- 
ness of the places she had visited she said she. 
had found a number of shops in the lofts of! 
barns, altered to suit the purpose, and that 
horses were kept in the buildings. She had 
visited some 163 places in all. A case of 
measies was found on De Koven street where 
the sick child was kept in the kitchen, which 
was also the living room, as all the other 
rooms were occupied by the workers. A case 
of scarlet fever was found on Cornell stree 
where garments were made for J. V. Farwel 
& Co. * Out of the number of workers,” she 
said, “‘ one-tenth were under 15 years of ‘ 
and the greater number of these were ins 
The lowest weekly wages paid to the chuldteas 
were 60 cents and the highest $2.50. Most of 
the stock of the dry-gvods merchants in 
Chicago, I find, is made in the city.”’ 

T. Sutcliffe, manager of Marshall Field & 
Co.’s cloak departmént, declined to tell what 
prices were paid for making cloaks on the 
ground that it was private business. He said 
that Robert M. Fair and Thomas Templeton 
were his managers and subponas were 
ordered issued for their appearance. He aad- 
mitted a conversation with them before ap- 
pearing before the committee. Mr. Fair said 

is firm was ready todo anything to improve 
the condition of those who worked on its 
goods, but when asked what prices were paid 
to contractors declined to answer. ‘‘ That is 
private business,” he said, “and in justice to 
the firm I cannot answer until I have had the 
advice of counsel.”” Mr. Templeton said the 
value of Marshall Field & Co,’s output of 
cloaks and clothing was about $200,000 yearly. 
The managers of the clothing department, he 
said, were instructed not to encourage “ sweat- 
er’? shops. In regard to prices he also de- 
clined to give any information, — 

M. B. Cahn of Cahn, Wampold & Co. said 
his firm’s output was worth $200,000 a year, 
and he thought the eutire clothing trade of 
the city was worth $30,000,000. All his firm’s 
clothing was manufactured in the city, in its 
own shops and in 150 “sweat” shops. 
Charles H. Lobenstein of C. P. Kellogg & 
Co, said his firm employed.-150 shops. The 
prices paid contractors, he said, ranged as 
follows: From 35 cents a coat to $2.50, from 
3O cents a boy’s coat to $1.25, from - 25 
cents a child’s coat to 90 cents. It required 
ten men to make seventy-five coats a week. 
“We never’ think of taki precautions 
against disease,” he said. ** We get so used 
to the system that we don’t think of it.” 

Other witnesses.were Henry Simon of E. 
Rothschild & Bro., Israel Reens of A. L. Sing- 
er & Co., and L. Drom of Strauss, Eisendrath 
& Drom. Mr. Reens said that contractors 
were entirely to blame for the condition of 

sweat’’ shops. “They begin im a shanty,”’ 
he said, “and in two or three years putupa 
two or three story building. They make 
money enough, and can easily pay their em- 
ployés better wages.”

Taking the actual lists 
of described distinct species as a basis for the 
estimate the total number of distinct forms 
represented in the world is in the neighbor- 
hood of 10,000,000 species, Se the 
balance of the animal kingdom.

Economic Ewromo.ocy.—This section of 
the exhibit comprises some 600 special sub- 
jects, each of which is an object and pictorial 
itome of the life history, injury, rem- 
against'a single injuriohs insect. The 
it covers insects affecting orchard fruits, 
small fruite, vegetables, cereals, and other 
farm crops, and live stock. Expert m delers 
have reproduced a hill of coru, (natural size) 
and a cotton plant, about which the insects 
affecting these crops are exhibited. A spray 
of hop plant affected by the hop plant louse is 
displayed alongside of a second model 
in wax of a healthy, vigorous plant 
with (an abundant yield of fine hops. 
Among the other exhibif™ 1s the white or 
fluted scale, which for some years has been so 
injurious to the citrus fruits of the Pacific 
cogst, almost threatening destruction. This 
insect was introduced from Australia to South 
Africa and California. An imported insect, a 
little lady bird, has effected what was impos- 
sible by all known means—the practical con- 
trol end almost annihilation of the white 
scale in California, An exhibit is meade of a 
badly: infested orange tree limb and large 
models of the lady bird. 

Aprrpitiep EnromoroGy.—This comprises a

FERRIS’ WHEEL TO BE A FEATURE, 


It Promises to Re a Greater Novelty than 
Eiffel Tower. :

A case eightees feet long and eight feet high, 
aving glass doors and subdivided into proper 
spaces, will represent the herbarium. It will 


contain specimens of most of the plants of 


the United States, mounted on sheets of the 
standard size, classified in genera and orders, 
with genera covers, and with fla covering 
the spaces or pigeonholes, on whieb will be 
printed the names of the genera and orders 
contained in such spaces... Plant presses, ab- 
sorbing paper, and other material for prepar- 
ing botanical specimeus will be on hand; 
planta will be cpliected from time to time, 
and all the processes of making botanical! 
specimens, including their: drying, poisuning, 
labeling, and mounting, will be iliustrated. In 
the room will be placed a pyramid for the dis- 
play of native mefiicinal and of noxious plants... 
Another pyramid will display usetul grasses, 
both native and foreign. Itis also intended 
to have large charts or maps, which will il- 
lustrate the rangé and extent over the United 
States of soune of the most useful grasses. 
Upon ground near the Agricultural Building, 
of the'extent of nearly an acre, will be shown 
a section of the American Desert in Western 
Texas; New Mexico, Arizona, and Southern 
California. Here will be found in growing 
condition specimens of the most characteristic 
plants of the desert region, including a great 
variety of cactuses, agaves, yuecas, mesquite, 
candiebush, cregsote bush, and some tall 
specimens of the giant or tree cactus and of 
the tree yucca, 
Divisipn of Pomology. 

Thig exhibit will consist of models of fruits, 
paintings, and arawi and a collection of 
the edible nuts of the United States. A num- 
ber of large cases| will be filled with a set of 
wax models representing all kinds of fruits 
grown'in the United States. Among strictly 
tropical fruits will be the mango, sapodilla, 
and such other kinds as are being grown in 
the extreme southern parts of Florida and in 
afew of the warmer sections of California. 
This ¢ollection is by Col. G. B. Brackett of 
Denmark, Ia. The collection of nuts will be 
real 2 gr vapesi from the cocoanut of Southern 
Florida to the beech nut along the northern 
bordes, and will inciude all the cultivated nuts, 
such ag the almond, Persian wainut, and fil- 
bert, as well as the more common wild nuts. 

| Experiment Stations. 

Two exhibits are proposed by this -office— 
one illnstrating itq own work to be shown in 
the Government Building, another illustrating 
the whole experiment station enterprise, in- 
cluding both the office and the station, in the 
Agricultural Buildimg. The exhibit in the 
Agricultural Building will include an experi- 
ment station in operation .to be manned by 
station workers, containing an office, library,

Ornithology and Mammalogy. 

The work of this division has been two-fold 
—the economic relations of birds and mam- 
mais to agriculture and the geographical dis- 
tribution of animals. and plants throughout 
the United States. A large collection of birds 
and mammals collectad by the Death Valley 
Expedition of 1891 is being prepared, as wel! 
as some of the better known animals injurious 
to the farmer and ranchman. The economuie 
work will be represented by some of our 
better known birds handsomely mounted 
with finely wrought wax accessories superior 
to anything heretofore achieved. 

Vegetable Pathology, 

This division treats of the fungus diseases 
of plants. Pear-blight, peach-yellows, and 
the mildew and beach-rot of grapes are such 
sudjects as it studies. Allouf these and other 
of kindred subjects will be exhaustively treat-

The Weather Bureau. ;

The progtessive element in city and State 
affairs is alive to the fact that Boston has out- 
grown its crathped buildings and crowded 
streete, Men have come forward who say 
they can improve on the work of the cows that 
260 years ago laid out the City of Boston. At 
any rate they have petitioned the Legislature 
for a chance tv try. 

On the threshold of the desired reforms 
these public-spirited; men are confronted 
with the necessity of providing better means’ 
for handling the traffic which overcrowds the 
depots dnd blockades the tangle ot streets. Rap- 
id transit, as regards both railroads and street 
cars, is the question now before the people. A 
Rapid Transit Comuinission has investigated 
the subject, and a special Rapid Transit com- 
mittee of the Legislature is having daily hear- 


ings on the subject. 


A glance at Boston will show why the mat- 
ter of getting into, through, and out of the 
city is such a difficult problem, and why it 
presses so urgently for solution, on was 

iginally founded on a peninsula, with the

the main land. The ‘*down-town”’ population 
is augmented by each emigrant steamer, and 
the result is to drive every one as soon as his 
means will allow either into the residence wards 
or some of the suburban cities. Under these 
conditions the pressure to get into and out of 
Boston over the drawbridges and across the 
** Neck ” is something fearful. Railroads run 
long suburban trains on five snd ten minute 
schedules, and street cars are crowded to their 
utmost capacity. . 

Many Plans Suggested. 

The projectors of the various schemes of re- 
lief have reported a number of plans. On the 
north side of the city, where the Boston and 
Maine and Fitchburg railway systems enter 
at grade, crossing the Charles River by 
separate draws for each of the four 
depots, a union station is proposed 450x1,000. 
feet. This station would receive its passengers 
on the second story, the trains being so 
elevated as to obviate all grade crossings, and 
clear the Charles with a bridge thirty feet 
high and 160 feet wide. The Rapid Transit 
Commission suggested that the bridge bea 
drawless one, but it 1s doubtful if the United 
States Government would allow this. The

the south a similar solution is suggested 
for Fort Point Channel. A South Union sta- 
tion is pro there, and many not. only ad- 
vocate the building of a drawless bridge but - 
the filing up of the South Bay. Here, too, 
the opposition of the shipping interest is en- 
countered, as well as that of the United States 
engineers, who say the bay must be vpen in 
order that the harbor may be scoured, as the 
tide rushes in and out of the eatuary.

THE TWO DEAD en CANDI- 
DA 


It is becoming apparent that the two lead- 
ing candidates for the Democratic Mayoralty 
nomination are cutting one another’s throats. 
As neither of them would be an ideal Mayor 
the people should not grieve because of the 
sanguinary performances of Messrs. Harrison 
and Hesing. Those Democratic bosses who 
do not allow personal friendship to interfere 
with practical politics are becoming con- 
vinced that it will not do to allow either of 
these promiment citizens, who are filling the 
Democratic papers with their vituperations, 
to be the nominee. They see that if Hesing is 
nominated Harrison will run independent and 
like another Samson pull down the temple. 
They see also that if Harrison if nominated 
the Gerthans will not vote for him, even if he 
calls thear Meine Herren at a hundred meet- 
ings. So they are lookmg out for some other 
man who is identified with neither faction, 
and whose nomination will not antagonize 
specially either the ‘Harrisonians or the Hes- 
ingites.

THE ELEVATION OF RAILROAD TRACES. 

Thanks to the pressure of public sentiment 
the Council passed unanimously night before 
last the ordinance for the elevation of railroad 
tracks in this city. In that part of the South 
Side nerth of Twelfth street the roads, with 
the exception of the ‘Illinois Central, must 
havé their tracks raised by Jan. 1, 1895, and 
must begin work by July 1 of this year. The 
penalties provided by the ordinance do not go 
into effect, however, until 1895, so that if the 
roade affected are obstinate and refuse to 


| abey nearly two years must pass before suits 


can be brought against them. 

The probabilitres are that all the lines, even 
those which are protesting most loudly that 
the proposed change of grade will ruin them, 
will come to terms. ‘here never was a cor- 
poration which did not plead ruin as‘an ex- 
cuse for not complying with. salutary ordi- 
nances. When the telephone and telegraph 
companies were first asked to put their wires 
underground they asserted that the increased 
expense would be such as to make it impossi- 
ble. At an earlier day the railroads said that 
they could not stand the cost of buildmg via- 
ducts. In the course of time they fuund out 
that they could, and one great road is now 
pleading for permission to erect them. Not 
long ago the Northwestern road ridiculed the 
idea of the elevation of any portion of its 
tracks within the city limits. Its President 
says now “We might be able to comply with 
the ordinance in the outlyimg districts.” Fer. 
haps before a year has gone by he will find 
that more elevating can be done than he now 
believes to be economically possible. Roads 
in Philadelphia, Rochester, and cisewhere led 
off by declaring with great emphasis that they 
could not raise their tracks. Yet they did so, 
and they are not ruined. Hence the assertions 
of the Chicago roads must be taken with a 
diberal discount. 

The Council has laid down the future policy 
of the city with a unanimity due in part to 
the fact that election day is near at hand. 
After election is over the railroads, which will 
not give up the fight this side of the las$ ditch, 
will use their influence with the Aldermen, 
which is at times very strong, to secure the re-

The committee of German-Ameridans which 
waited on the Board of Mducation Thursday 
evening with its remonstrance does not in any 
sense represent the German citizens of Chiea- 
go. There were not 200 people at the meeting 
in the North Side T'prner Hali the other even- 
ing when the committee was appointed. Asa 
matter of facta majority of the intelligent 
Germans are opposed’ to forcing this study 
into the schools an@ holliing it there under 
threat of political revenge. Such methods as 
are resorted to to retain it challenge opposi- 
tion ahd they should be met and defeated. 
Mrs. Young said, in reply to the invitation of 
Mr. Cameron, “tha$ she was obliged to say 
she did not believe German should be a part 
of the public school course.” This declara. 
tion should govern the votes of the doubting 
members. Mrs. Young's great ability and her 
large experience give force to her utterance on 
this subject. The proposal. for a compromise 
should not be accepted. German has no more 
use in the grammar gredes than in the pri- 
mary. There is some force in Mr. Trude’s 
plea for German in’ the high schools, If we 
are to have high schpols at all there is no rea- 
son why German should not be taught there 
as well as French or Latin; but it should have 
tio preference over the French or the Latin. 
The language has its educational use and ad- 
vantages if an academic course, but it has no 
place in the comman school course. 

As to the other fefls, their defenders seem 
to intrench themselves behind the German, 
and that probably accounts for the position 
taken by four or five of the eleven who voted 
to postpone action on the question of aboligh- 
me German Thursday evening. They have no 
argument to sustaft their hobbies and they 
resort to that system of combination which 
has resulted in imposing the foreign language 
study on the schools for the last twenty years. 


Tas Trrevune warned those in favor of aboli- 


tion that they would have to meet and defeat 
such forms of combination. They will have 
to be vigilant to be guccessful. The postpone- 
ment of action on the question Thursday 
evening should not be accepted as defeat. The 
men who have put their-hands to the plow 
should speed it now. German is the most ex- 
peusive, useless, and annoyimg of all the fads. 
If it is rooted out the other fads will be 
plucked up with it, the public schouis will 
be restored to that condition of usefulness in- 
tended by the Constitution, the laws, and the 
people of the State. 
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THE SWEATING-SHOPS MUST GO. 

The sweating-shap ordinance has passed the 
Council by a unanimous vote, and doubtless 
will receive the signature of the Mayor. It 
declares to be workghons all places in which 
weuring apparel is made or altered for hire, 
subjects them to examination and inspection 
by the Department of Health, and requires 
that the person operating one of these places 
must take out a license, costing $10, which 
cannot be obtained without a certificate from 
the Commissioner pf Health and shail be re- 
voked if that official shall certify to the Mayor 
that the health of the city or of the persons 
employed in any stich workshop is endangered 
by its maintenance, Ihe sanitary require- 
ments for such shop are that it must be kept 
in a cleanly condition and free from vermin 
and all matter of gn infectious or contagious 
nature. If itdo not come up to this stand- 


ard it is to be declared a public nuisance and | 


to be abated in the interest of the public 
health. A fine of $10 to $100 is provided for 
the violation of the ordmance and for every 
day that the workshop is maintained after 
having been declared a nuisance. 

This is sufficiently explicit and com prehen- 
sive. Wilt it be lived up ts? If so, the sweat- 
ing-shop, as ordinarily defined, will soon be a 
thing of the pas} so far as this city is con- 
cerned. The health authorities will have full 
power to see and insist that the places in which 
clothing is made are kept reasonably clean, 
whigh will include at least some supervision 
of the workers as individuals, besides their 
immediate surroundings’ This will -be a 
great advantage gained for the public, as well 
as for those most directly concerned, since thete 
is- strong reason to believe that contagious 
diseases have often been carried from the 
feverden ot the sweating-shop to the homes 
of people who pay on a scale that ought to be 
large @nough to sequre cleanly as well as 
otherwise good service. Where should be an 
improvement in the pay of the most poorly 
compensated ones, though the ordinance con- 
tains no reference to this; for it is well known 
that extreme poverty of pay is possible 
only where- the recipient is degraded 
to the point of + contented existence 
among conditions that do not conduce to 
physical or moral health, People who feel 
that they are humag beings in the eye of the 
law, and are looked after by its officers to the 
extentof keeping them from being an ad- 


offices of the line. He remained with the com- 
pany for twenty-two years, risingto be Super- 
inttendent, then took the pési of Assistant 
General Manager of Manitoba line, and 
from that graduated to the Presidency of the 
Satita Fé system.

His services were of especial value to 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé company, 
and in the opinion of some of those competent 
to judge they corstituted alarge part of the 
difference between poverty and prosperity. 
At the time he took hoid the business of the 
road was in a very unstable condition and re- 
quired the most able management to pre- 
vent it from drifting into bankruptcy. 
His abihty in that respect was doubted 
by some of the ‘shrewdest, but he soon 
demonstrated his right to their confidence 
and ésteem, which deepened and strengthened 
as the years rolled by. His first resolve was 
to make himself thorough master of the situ- 
ation by studying the lines, the country 
through which they run, their equipment and 
connections, so as to know what was likely to 
be required, what cogld be gained by striving 
for it, and how facilities could be enlarged to 
meet the demands upon them under the expan- 


sion which his acute vision enabled him to see. 


as a feature of coming years. Within the first 
six mouths he had made himself intimately 
acquainted with the road from Uhicago to the 
Pacific coast, including all ite consolidated 
lines—-the Gulf, Colorado and Santa F%6, the 
New Mexico and Arizona, the Sonora railway, 
Atlantic and Pacific, St. Louis and San 
Fratciseo, and the Colorado Midland, 
He then assumed active management of the 
whole system in fact as-well as in name, 
Each of the lines previously had been con- 
trolled in autdéecratic fashion by its general 
manager, whose decision on all matters con- 
certiing his line was conclusive, and not in- 
frequently had been so without reference to the 
general Welfare of the system as a whole. 
Under the.new plan, as insisted on by Presi- 
dent Manvel, all these nen had to work to- 
gether for the common good, and the benefit 
of the change was soon apparent in a substan- 
tial increase of revenues as well as greater 
harmony among officials and subordinates 
who sometimes had previously been in con- 
flict. 

Equally is it due to the memory of the de- 
ceased to record the’ faet that his course of 
action in reference:to other lines was a/con- 
sistent and honerable one: His plans 
were matured before being announced, and 
then there was little backing down on his part, 
however it might be with some of the rest. To 
his rivals in business he set a good example of 
ceotisistency in purpose, with an ability to see 
far beyond the mere circumstances of the day, 
and to measure the result of present action on 
the business of the future, He made few mis- 
takes, and long will be remembered as one of 
the most siiccessful railroad presidents in the 
United States, reference being had to diffi- 
culties to be surmounted in measuring the 
value of work accomplished. | 


‘THE BERING SEA ARBITRATION. 

Under ‘the terms of the treaty between 
"Great Britain and the United States the Be- 
ring Sea Arbitration Commission has as- 
sembled in Paris and effected a temporary or- 
ganization, after which it adjourned until 
March 23. The arbitrators are seven in num- 
ber and are distinguished jurists, two from 
the United States, two from Great Britain, 
one from France, one from Italy, and one 
from Sweden. ‘These arbitrators are intrusted 
to provide an amicable settlement ‘of the 
questions which have arisen between the re- 
spective governments concerning the juris- 
dictional rights of the United States in the 
waters of the Bering Sea and concerning, 
also, the preservation of the fur seal in or habit- 
ually resorting to the said sea and the rights 
of the citizens and subjects of either country ”’ 
as regards the taking of ‘the fur seals. 

It is to be assumed under the terms wf the 
treaty that the printed case of the high con- 
tracting parties with the documents and offi- 
cial corréspondence and the counter case and 
evidence in reply ta the case have been deliv- 
ered to the arbitrators as well as the reports of 
the Commissioners specially appointed by each 
government to investigate all the facts having 
relation to seal life and the measures necesga- 
ry for its protection and preservation. This 
leaves the arbitrators free to consider the mat- 
tera submitted to them. These are embraced 
in five points, upon each of which there will 
be a distinct decision. They are as follows: 

1, What exclusive jurisdiction in the sea now 
known as the Bering Sea, and what exclusive 
rights in the seal fisheries therein, did Russia as- 
sert and exercise prior and up to the time of the 
cession of Alaska to the United States? 

2. How far.were these claims of jurisdiction as 
to the seal fisheries recognized and conceded by 
Great Britain? 

3. Was the body of water now known as the 
Bering Sea included in the phrase “ Pacific 
Ocean,” as used in the treaty of 1825 between 
Great Britain and Russia; and what rights, if 
any, in‘the Bering Sea were held and exclusively 
exercised by Russia after said treaty? 

4. Did not ali the rights of Russia as to juris- 
diction and as to the seal fisheries in Bering Sea, 
east of the water boundary, in the treaty between 
the United States and Russia of the 20th of 
March, 1867, pass unimpaired to the United States 
nnaer that treaty? 


5. Has the United States any right, and, if so, | 


what right of protection or property in the fur 
seals freq uenting the islands of the United States 


. in Bering Sea when such seals are found outside 


the ordinary three-mile limit? 

Besides these five principal points there are 
two contingent ones which may come up for 
settlement. If the determination of these 
points 1s such that the concurrence of Great 
Britain is necessary to the establishment of 
regulations for the protection and preserva- 
tion of the seal, the arbitrators will deciae as 
to the nature of these regulations and over what 
waters they will extend. Liability for injuries 
ip provided for in the following article: 

_The high contracting parties having found 
themselyes unable to agree upon a reference 


which shall include the question of the liability 
of each for the injuries alleged to have been 


over that of the taxpayer, though the latter is 
by far the more ifmportant of the two. By‘a

Ifthe 
taxpayers would demand the substitution of 
broad tires for the narrow ones now in use 
they would carry the point, and they would 
make the demand with united voice if they 
understood the great pecuniary value of the 
proposed reform, the opposition to which is a 
vexatious one, seemg that the damage done 
by narrow tires in any one year on the streets 


of this city equals if it do not exceed all that ; 


it would cost to replace those tires by broad 
ones, Fort the sake of their own pockets and 
bank accounts the men who have to pay for 
paving the streets in front of property owned 
by them ought to make a voncerted request 
that the Council legislate in favor of broad 
tires. There need be no fear but they would 
carry the day. The Aldermen who have voted 
for the teamster element could not afford to 
withstand the pressure.
